As for the name of Godfathers and God- 
mothers, It cannot be any vain, light or 
trivial uſe of the moſt holy Name of God -

_ ſohigh concernment, and the uſe thereof 


alſo 1s ſignificant and proper z more pro- 
per than that of Witneſſes or Sureties, if we 
conſider either, 1. The Office of theſe per- 
ſons whom we rightly call Godfathers , 
which 1s, firſt, to offer up unto God the 
party baptized, and to devote him to his 
tervice.
